S.F Disrupts California’s Baik

On May 23, 2017, 63-year-old 
Kenneth Humphrey entered the home of 
his 79-year-old neighbor and stole $5 and 
a bottle of cologne. The retired blue-collar 
worker had suffered from drug addiction 
much of his life, and in his younger days, 
had been convicted of a couple felonies. 
But he was now a senior, and arguably 
less of a threat — despite his small act of 
theft. Nevertheless, Humphrey was ar- 
rested and booked into San Francisco's 
county jail on charges of robbery and resi- 
dential burglary. His bail, initially set at 
$600,000, was later reduced to $350,000 
after he agreed to undergo drug treat- 
ment. But nine months later, he remains 
in prison, too poor to get out while he 
awaits trial. 

Humphrey's bail case is an extreme 
version of what the San Francisco Pub- 
lic Defender’s office says is a massive 
problem in our courts — and he’s been 
propelled into the spotlight, swept up 
in a political move to disrupt the mon- 
ey bail system. 

“There is a bail schedule that is 
determined by judges, with no public 
input whatsoever,” San Francisco Public 
Defender Jeff Adachi said during an 
anti-bail rally on Tuesday. “In the last 
few years, we ve seen some bails double 
or triple without any reason. It’s not 
based on inflation or anything, it’s just 
a number that’s based on the charge.” 

Armed with Humphrey’s case, pub- 
lic defenders teamed up with the San 
Francisco-based justice nonprofit Civil 
Rights Corps to bring the issue to the 
First District Court of Appeal. On Jan. 
25, the court delivered a decision that 
requires detention hearings to be held 
for any low-income defendant given a 
high money bail. That action, it stated, 
is required by the U.S. Constitution. 

It’s a win for Humphrey, who finally 
gets a hearing on Feb. 22. But his case 
is just one of thousands; 66 percent 
of people in California’s county jails 
have not yet been convicted. Instead, 
many are there because the bail they 
were given is simply too high. And 
trials can take months or even years to 
begin. While people charged with small 
misdemeanors languish in jail on our 
tax dollars, their jobs and relationships 
may fall apart, families may struggle 
to stay afloat, and entire communities 
can suffer. 

Norma Ruiz spoke at Tuesday’s rally, 
which was held on the steps of the Hall 
of Justice, just across the street from a 
handful of bail bonds offices. Formerly 
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Sixty-six percent of 
inmates at California's 
county jails have yet 
to go to trial, but are 
unable to pay their way 
to freedom. 
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incarcerated, her bail had been only 

a few hundred dollars, but her family 
couldn't stretch their funds to get her 
out. Calling bail a “tax on the poor,” 
Ruiz says it has negative, long-lasting 
effects. 

“Thad to sit and wait for my next 
court date,” she said. “When you fight 
your case from the outside, you have a 
much higher chance of winning. While 
sitting in jail, you lose many opportu- 
nities to be able to gather and prepare 
yourself for your court hearing.” 

While Ruiz was stuck behind bars, 
Child Protective Services took her son. 
“You only have six months to reunify 
with your kids,” she said, tearing up. 


“How are we able to keep families intact 


if we are not fairly and justly given the 
chance to do so?” 

Ruiz’s son was placed with his pater- 
nal aunt, who became his legal guard- 
ian. It took Ruiz 15 years to legally 
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reconnect with him. 

“T want to make sure that moving 
forward, no mother and no child will be 
separated by this unjust bail system,” 
she said. 


A new system is not yet in place, and 


to fight each individual bail amount is 
a gargantuan task. But San Francisco is 


nothing if not idealistic, and the courts’ 


public defenders stepped up to the 
challenge. For the past four months, 
they have been arguing every single 
bail amount that is set for a criminal 
case. In the first two weeks alone, that 
resulted in 282 challenges to a judge’s 
bail rulings. 

It’s the type of effort the city is 
known for, and while the rest of the 
state and country might initially balk, 
more often than not they (eventually) 
follow suit. 

On Tuesday, California Attorney 
General Xavier Becerra did just that. 
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Two hours before Adachi and teams 

of bail activists took to the steps of 

the Hall of Justice, Becerra streamed 
an announcement online in which he 
expressed support for bail reform. He, 
too, called out Humphrey’s case as an 
example of the system’s failings, saying 
his $350,000 bail was “an amount that 
most of us, including Mr. Humphrey, 
could not afford. 

“It’s time for bail reform now,” Bec- 
erra said. “It’s long past time to reduce 
our dependence on cash bail and stop 
incarcerating nonviolent offenders 
for no reason other than them being 
poor. Bail decisions should be based 
on danger to the public, not dollars in 
your pocket. More time behind bars en- 
trenches people in the cycle of poverty.” 

Getting Becerra to voice this pub- 
licly is no small feat — but even he 
acknowledges that legislative reforms 
must take place before sweeping

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change can happen. 

Senate Bill 10, or the California 
Money Bail Reform Act of 2017, is 
currently working its way through the 
legislature. As written, it “would safely 
reduce the number of people detained 
pretrial, while addressing racial and 
economic disparities in the pretrial 
system, and to ensure that people are 
not held in pretrial detention simply 
because of their inability to afford 
money bail.” 

If approved, SB 10 will come too 
late for those who’ve lost years of their 
lives awaiting trial for something they 
might not even have done. It’s painfully 
overdue, but the system may finally be 
changing.

From Grove Street to Alamo Square to the Embarcadero, the installations add a little whimsy to our already-playful city.

great views, and places that are 

totally unexpected — a couple by 
Lombard Street, some on the Em- 


barcadero, a few in the Tenderloin. 


San Francisco is kind of like Neverland:

across the city, and every Easter adults and kids 
alike bomb down a steep, windy hill on big-wheel 
tricycles, dressed in costumes. 

For some, this freedom to be playful is what 
makes this insanely expensive city worth it — 
and now we have 50 more reasons to live here. 
Guerrilla group Swing Bomb SF installed dozens 
of swings on city streets and in parks this past 
weekend, just in time for some high winds to car- 
ry us above the treetops. 

“We decided to create a present for the city, 
where it would wake up one morning and have a 
moment of surprise,” a representative from the 
anonymous swing group tell SF Weekly. 

The idea of the city being young at heart was 
an added inspiration. “It really nurtures this 
inner child, it’s a very playful community,’ they 
say. We wanted to play into that, and make the 
concept of S.F. being an adult playground into a 
reality.” 

The swing locations are largely a mystery, 
though following the group on Instagram at 
@SwingBombSF is a good way to track down 
where some of them are — that is, if you’re adept 
at recognizing random street corners. Many are 
in parks, but some are in dense urban areas in the 
middle of the city. 


This represents that you can have ~ 


a playful experience anywhere you 
are, not just a specific location.” 

The installation took place in the 
early hours of Saturday morning, 
just as the sun broke over the hill- 
sides. Luckily, the Swing Bomb SF 
team has a few engineers on board 
who made sure that the trees they 
installed swings on had structural 
integrity. 

This might not be the last project 
we get to experience from these 
mysterious swing crusaders: Future 
installations are on the horizon, 
though perhaps with a different 
theme, and under a different name. 

Here’s hoping the Department 
of Public Works and the Recreation 
and Park Department gives us at 
least a few days to hang out with 
these unsanctioned toys before tak- 
ing them down. In the meantime, 
Swing Bomb SF has one message for 
San Francisco: “Come out and play.”

What Makes a 
Laundromat 
‘Historic’? 


A 75-unit housing 
development in the Mission 
is delayed because the Wash 


Club laundromat may bea 
“historic resource.”

Some San Franciscans’ eyeballs 
were rolling on spin cycle last week, 
when a 75-unit housing development 
was delayed four months, so the Board 
of Supervisors could consider whether 
the Wash Club laundromat should be 
considered a potential “historic re- 
source. 

How in the heck could a laundro- 
mat constitute a valuable piece of San 
Francisco history? Why is the history 
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of a laundromat holding up a develop- 
ment project in the midst of a housing 
crisis? SF Weekly ironed out some of 
the facts. 

The basics: Wash Club Lavanderia 
is a 1990s-era laundromat at Mission 
and 25th streets. It’s much larger 
than most coin-op laundromats, but 
nothing about it seems historic at first 
glance — unless you count vintage 
arcade video game Ms. Pac-Man. The 
laundromat has about two dozen ad- 
jacent parking spaces offering “Free 
Parking for Laundry Customers Only,” 
and its front windows bear a giant 
notice of a Planning Commission 
hearing that already happened five 
months ago. 

Last week, the Board of Super- 
visors voted unanimously to kick a 
Planning Department appeal of the 
project out to June 19. Sup. Hillary 
Ronen, who represents the laundro- 
mat’s district, told SF Weekly that 
“Planning Department staff just 
recently identified a potential impact 
that had been overlooked during the 
initial environmental review and 
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requested a continuance to evaluate 
whether the building has historical 
significance. Both appellant and spon- 
sor were in agreement to continue the 
appeal.” 

Turns out that the “historic re- 
source’ claim has nothing to do with 
the laundromat itself, but instead 
the tenants who were in the building 
before it was a laundromat. Between 
1973 and 1985, the building appears 
to have been occupied by advocacy 
organizations Mission Hiring Hall, 
the Mission Housing Development 
Corporation, Mission Child Care 
Consortium, the Mission Model 
Neighborhood Corporation, and 
Mission Community Legal Defense. 
Some of these groups still operate 
at other addresses, others have dis- 
banded. 

Calle 24’s attorney J. Scott Weaver 
argues that the existence of those 
tenants in previous decades makes 
the building historically significant. 
“It was the first time that the Latino 
community came into the mainstream 
of San Francisco politics,” he says. 


But property owner Robert Till- 
man is not moved by the claims of 
historic significance. 

“A couple Mission organizations 

from the mid-’70s through the mid- 
80s, mainly Mission Hiring Hall and 
Mission Housing, were located in 

the space,” he tells SF Weekly. “These 
weren't the first places they were ever 
located and they weren't the last. 

“There’s nothing remaining of 
anything,” he continues. “Even if 
there was something historical, 
there’s nothing remaining of what 
it was.” 

Tillman estimates the historical 
resource study will cost him $8,500, 
but he stresses that it will cost the 
city a great deal more in lost taxes 
and spending of city resources on the 
matter. 

“The economic impact of these 
delays on me is nothing compared 
to the economic impact on the city,” 
he says of potential costs the city 
could incur. “The total cost could 
easily be in the $2 million or more 
range. Now you know why housing 
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is expensive in the San Francisco 
Bay Area.” 

There is also the matter of fewer 
units being available. “How do you 
calculate the value of housing that’s 
not there for nine months?” he says. 
“What is the effect on rents around 
the city of not having these units of 
housing available?” 

Nevertheless, Tillman has agreed 
to the historical study and wants 
the matter settled on record. “The 
Planning Department is doing a 
good job, I have no complaints with 
the Planning Department,” he notes. 
“IT don’t think that they’re trying to 
delay. They’re really strong profes- 
sionals trying to operate in a very 
difficult political environment and 
do the right thing.” 

The laundromat’s owner may feel 
he’s being taken to the cleaners by 
additional frivolous delays. But for 
now, 75 units of Mission housing 
are in limbo while we see if these 
historical claims wash out.

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Calling the Shots 





Vaccine critics hope to move the needle with a statewide ballot measure that would ban vaccination re- 
quirements and ban numerous chemicals and devices.

Only one measure has qualified for this 
November’s California ballot, a standard $4 billion 
bond proposal for veterans home loans. But 39 
other measures are out hustling for signatures, and 
many personify the California craziness that 
sometimes turns our state elections into a na- 
tional laughingstock. 

There’s the infamous “three Californias” 
initiative that would break the state into three. 
There’s also a measure to decriminalize psy- 
locibin mushrooms, and an initiative to classify 
all abortions as first-degree murder. 

But one proposal on the list stands out with 
its laundry list of fringe-science theories that 
would remake our everyday lives. It will appear 
on your ballot as the “California Clean Envi- 
ronment Initiative,” although its full legal title 
is the “California Environment Board and En- 
vironment, GMOs, Nanoparticles, and Vaccine 
Policies Initiative.” The measure would outlaw 
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treating our water with fluoride and chlorine, 
ban smart meters from our homes, and “require 
the investigation of emissions from radio fre- 
quencies.” 

Most notably, the measure would also elim- 
inate the requirement that kids get vaccinated 
to attend public school. 

“It reverses the vaccine mandate,” the mea- 
sure’s sponsor Cheriel Jensen tells SF Weekly. 
“In this state we have hardly ever had any kind 
of public-health emergency.” 

California declared its most recent such 
emergency four months ago, during October’s 
wildfires. But it was way back in December 
2014 that an outbreak of measles at Disney- 
land, which infected 131 state residents, led to 
the current law requiring California children to 
get immunizations. That mandatory vaccina- 
tion law went into effect in 2015. 

“It was trying to solve a problem that really 
didn’t exist,” Jensen says, segueing into a pop- 
ular theory that vaccines cause mental condi- 


tions. “One child in 50 now has autism. That 

is an emergency. We’ve been doing something 
that’s been causing that, because it’s never been 
like that in our history.” 

The Centers for Disease Control has re- 
sponded to this theory with a memo bluntly 
titled “Vaccines Do Not Cause Autism.” 

“Some people have had concerns that [Au- 
tism Spectrum Disorder] ASD might be linked 
to the vaccines children receive, but studies 
have shown that there is no link between re- 
ceiving vaccines and developing ASD,” the CDC 
says, detailing a study of antigens, the sub- 
stance in vaccines that produced disease-fight- 
ing antibodies. “The results showed that the 
total amount of antigen from vaccines received 
was the same between children with ASD and 
those that did not have ASD.” 

Cheriel Jensen is a longtime activist and 
crusader for a variety of issues. She most re- 
cently sued the Santa Clara Valley Transporta- 
tion Authority to block a voter-approved BART- 
to-San Jose measure, and unsuccessfully sued 
Santa Clara County for using pesticides meant 
to curb West Nile virus. She submitted this 
exact same measure word-for-word in 2016, 
but did not gather enough signatures to make 
that ballot. 

The measure contains a number of gar- 
den-variety California environmental protec- 
tions that generally play well with voters, like 
banning fracking and removing arsenic from 
livestock feed. But it also bans the standard 
treatment of drinking water with fluoride that 
has been approved by public health officials for 
decades. 

“Fluoride-based chemicals are the kind 
of chemicals that burned a hole in the ozone 
layer,’ Jensen says. “We got along for many, 
many years of our history without using fluo- 
ride-based chemicals, and now we can get along 
again without them.” 

The measure would also ban the use of the 
“smart meters’ — now installed on nearly all 
of our houses — over radiation concerns. But 
a 2011 California Council on Science and Tech- 
nology report found that smart meters emit 
much less radiation than microwave ovens and 
smartphones. 

“There measure does touch quite a lot of 
industries, and quite a lot of processes that 
people rely on,” Jensen argues. “A lot of things 
people do these days are injuring them, and 
they don’t know it.” 

The California Clean Environment Initiative 
needs 365,880 registered California voters’ sig- 
natures by Aug. 8 to make the November ballot. 
It failed to qualify last time, but we’ll see over 
the next six months if this vaccine ban really 
has a shot.

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Local Cliff Rescues 
onthe Rise 


It's been a busy year for the emergency 
personnel tasked with rescuing people 
and dogs who fall off S.F-’s rocky 
coastline.

What started as a casual Presidents 
Day stroll took a dark turn when a large, brown re- 
triever mix belonging to a 67-year-old Daly City 
man fell off the cliff’s edge near Thornton Beach. 
In spite of it being a brisk morning, its owner tried 
to follow. The man fell nearly 500 feet, and per- 
ished on the beach below. 

It was far from the first time emergency 
teams have been called to our coastline this 
year — and not even the only one that day. Just 
a few hours later, rescue teams rappelled down 
to save a man stuck on a rocky part of the cliff 
near Mile High Rock in Lands End. On Sunday, 
14 members of San Francisco’s Fire Department 
rescued two dogs from a cliff at Fort Funston. 

In mid-January, they were called out to Bak- 
er Beach, when someone got stuck on the rocks, 
and then a few days later to Fort Funston, where 
a labradoodle was stranded on the cliff’s edge. 

And the problem is getting worse. 

“Every year, we do see a gradual rise in our 
search and cliff rescues,” SFFD spokesperson 
Jonathan Baxter tells SF Weekly. 

With the growing numbers come some 
patterns. Baxter says there are two types of sit- 
uations people repeatedly find themselves in: at- 
tempting to rescue a dog who’s fallen off a cliff, 
or ignoring signs and leaving trails or climbing 
past barriers. In the best-case scenario, they get 
stuck. Worst case, they fall, and get critically 
injured or killed. 

And every emergency call deploys either a 
team of local firefighters, the Coast Guard, or 
Golden Gate National Recreation Area park 
rangers — depending on if the rescue involves 
cliffs, the ocean, or the beach below. 

Sending our hardworking emergency person- 
nel to rescue a chihuahua who’s run off the prec- 
ipice may seem like overkill, but Baxter tells us 
that by stepping in, emergency workers can pre- 
vent dog owners (who are frequently less agile 
than their canine companions) from attempting 
the rescue solo. 

“We've been doing heavy education on social 
media about how if your dog goes over a cliff, 
call 911,” he says. “Don’t attempt to rescue the 
dog yourself.” 

Location also plays a role, with rescues hap- 
pening most frequently at veritable dog paradise 
Fort Funston, and at Lands End — a touristy 
but wild stretch of San Francisco’s coastline. 

With unusually warm temperatures, a rising 
influx of tourists and residents, and a growing 
cultural tend of taking selfies wherever and 
whenever possible, it might not be surprising 
that cliff rescues are becoming more prevalent. 
But they don’t always end with a happy reunion 
between a dog and a human.

Congress 
Is Growing 
Cannabis 
(Reform) 


Here's your primer onall the 
national legislation currently 
being cultivated.

We’ve come a long way from the 
days when President Bill Clinton repeat- 
edly insisted that he “did not inhale” 
marijuana. While our representatives 
and senators may not be openly toking 
between budget debates, the conversa- 
tion on cannabis has moved out of the 
shadows and into the spotlight. This 
isn’t just one faction of super-liberal 
Democrats leading the charge, either — 
in 2018, marijuana has established itself 
as a bipartisan issue, despite what some 
of the less-enlightened members of the 
current administration may claim. 

As one would expect, these bills 
run the gamut from laws intended to 
aid agricultural workers to those with 
the express purpose of easing access 
to cannabis for military veterans. One 
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prominent thread is the formerly dor- 
mant battle between individual states 
and federal prohibition, which Attor- 
ney General Jeff Sessions exacerbated 
last month by rescinding the “Cole 
Memo” — an Obama-era guidance that 
directed federal law enforcement to not 
interfere with states that have legalized 
cannabis for medical or recreational 
use. 

On Feb. 7, 2017, Rep. Dana 
Rohrabacher (R-CA) seemed to antic- 
ipate this move with his introduction 
of the Respect State Marijuana Laws 
Act. Those in the industry will likely 
recall Rohrabacher’s name from the 
Rohrabacher-Blumenauer amendment 
— formerly Rohrabacher-Farr — a 
budget rider that has prohibited the 
Justice Department from using federal 
funds to stop state-approved medi- 
cal-marijuana programs. As the fate 
of Rohrabacher-Blu- 
menauer remains tied 
to Congress’ highly 
contentious budget 
debates, it thus comes 
as no surprise that Rep. 
Rohrabacher would ad- 
vocate for a permanent 
version of his amend- 
ment, one that would 
not require annual 
renewals. 

Another Repub- 
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lican-led initiative is the Industrial 
Hemp Farming Act, introduced by Rep. 
James Comer (R-KY). Backed by the 
U.S. Hemp Roundtable, Rep. Comer’s 
bill reflects a growing desire to separate 
the legality of industrial hemp from 
the federal prohibitions that currently 
make marijuana a controlled sub- 
stance. Given that Kentucky is home 
to one of the nation’s most-established 
hemp markets, it makes sense that 
Rep. Comer would lend his support to 
the cause. Labeling industrial hemp as 
an illicit product is simply ludicrous. 

Other bills are quite narrow in their 
scope, but nonetheless notable in their 
intent. 

California’s own Sen. Dianne Fein- 
stein (D-CA) is the primary sponsor for 
the Cannabidiol Research Expansion 
Act, which would force the Attorney

General to decide whether cannabi- 
diol (CBD) should be exempted from 
the Controlled Substances Act. Then 
there’s the Better Drive Act that Rep. 
Beto O’Rourke (D-TX) brought to the 
House, a piece of legislation geared to- 
ward stopping the suspension of driv- 
ers licenses in relation to drug offenses. 

However, the bill that has received a 
lion’s share of the public’s attention is 
the Marijuana Justice Act put forth by 
Sen. Cory Booker (D-NJ). 

Designed to both remove cannabis 
from the Controlled Substances Act 
altogether and also provide restorative 

justice to the countless individuals who 
have suffered as a result of the War on 
Drugs, the Marijuana Justice Act was 
regarded as a radical piece of legislation 
when Sen. Booker introduced it in 
August. Oakland Democratic Rep. 
Barbara Lee submitted 
a companion bill to the 
House on Jan. 17, 2018, 
and in a recent interview 
with SF Weekly, she con- 
firmed her intentions to 
see it passed. 

“It’s not symbolic,” 
she said. “I think people 
who know me know 
that I’m not going to let 

it rest until we get this 
done — but it may not 
be done overnight.”

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It’s true that for many of these bills, 
the path to law is long and arduous. 
First comes the solicitation of cospon- 
sors — fellow senators and representa- 
tives willing to endorse the legislation 
and pledge their votes to it. Rep. Lee’s 
House bill currently has 24 cosponsors, 
while Sen. Booker’s version in the Sen- 
ate has two: Sen. Gillibrand (D-NY) and 
Sen. Wyden (D-OR). But it is often the 
outpouring of public demand that can 
lead a legislator to become a cosponsor, 
meaning the public has a real role to 
play if they wish to see these bills be- 
come law. 

The current glut of potential legis- 
lation does mean there is some overlap 
— for instance, the Respect States and 
Citizens’ Rights Act and the Regulate 
Marijuana Like Alcohol Act are two 
2017 bills that are also targeting the re- 
moval of cannabis from the Controlled 
Substances Act. 

Ultimately, we can expect some 
consolidation to take place as momen- 
tum builds and select bills emerge as 
the most likely to succeed, but for now 
the takeaway is clear: Cannabis is on 
Congress’ radar, and it’s not going any- 
where.

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California 
among states 
with toughest 
gun-control 
laws

This week's question comes from Pris- 
cilla in Hayes Valley, who writes: 


Q: “As | would hope everybody else would 
be, |am outraged, sickened and angry with 
the senseless gun violence that we saw 
again in Florida when 17 people were 
senselessly gunned down by a man who 
was, apparently, suffering from mental ill- 
ness. How can such a person get access to 
a gun? Is there law which limits access of 
crazy people to weapons? A member of my 
family is a gun nut and has a bi-polar disor- 
der. He has a lot of guns and has made 
statements about “going postal” and 
“shooting up the town.” | am afraid of him 
going off and hurting someone. Please let 
me know what someone can do when they 
think that there is a timebomb ticking away 
like this.” 


A: Priscilla, | am horrified by the gun vio- 
lence in this country, too. While the clear 
majority of gun owners are law-abiding cit- 
izens who are exercising their Second 
Amendment rights, it only takes one per- 
son to commit such atrocities. As we see 


repeatedly, mental illness is often the cata- 


lyst for these disasters. 

California is one of the states with the 
toughest gun-control laws. Included within 
the portfolio of such regulations is Welfare 
and Institutions Code Section 8103, which 
is designed to keep weapons from people 
with identified mental disorders that may 
make them a danger to themselves or oth- 
ers. 

There are several ways a person can be 
deemed to be have a mental disorder that 
may make them a threat of danger to them- 
selves or others. The most commonly 
known is through a Welfare and Institu- 
tions Code Section 5150 hold. 

section 5150 reads as follows; When a 
person, as a result of a mental health dis- 
order, is a danger to others, or to himself or 
herself, or gravely disabled, a peace offi- 
cer, professional person in charge of a fa- 
cility designated by the county for 
evaluation and treatment, member of the 
attending staff, as defined by regulation, of 
a facility designated by the county for eval- 
uation and treatment, designated members 
of a mobile crisis team, or professional per- 
son designated by the county may, upon 
probable cause, take, or cause to be taken, 
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the person into custody for a period of up 
to 72 hours for assessment, evaluation, 
and crisis intervention, or placement for 
evaluation and treatment in a facility des- 
ignated by the county for evaluation and 
treatment and approved by the State De- 
partment of Health Care Services.” 

lf there is a person known to you who is 
in the community who Is brandishing a 
weapon, threatening others or a danger to 
themselves or another, you can phone the 
police and alert them of the situation. De- 
pending on the severity of the situation, 
police may place that person into a 5150 
hold and take them to the local hospital or 
psychiatric facility for evaluation. 

Another mechanism exists for those 
who believe that an immediate family 
member may present a threat of gun vio- 
lence. California Penal Code Section 
18150 allows an immediate family member 
to petition for a “ex-parte” gun violence re- 
straining order. (Ex-parte means just one 
side and the judge: The other side does not 
need to be served or appear.) Section 
18150 reads as follows: “An immediate 
family member of a person, or a law en- 
forcement officer, may file a petition re- 
questing that the court issue an ex parte 
gun violence restraining order enjoining 
the subject of the petition from having in 
his or her custody or control, a firearm or 
ammunition.” 

California Penal Code Section 422.4 de- 
fines an “immediate family member” as 
any spouse, whether by marriage or not, 
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domestic partner, parent, child, any person 
related by consanguinity or affinity within 
the second degree (parent, child, grandpar- 
ent, brother, sister or grandchild) or other 
person who regularly resides in the house- 
hold, or who, within the prior six months, 
regularly resided in the household. 

A petition may be made through the 
presentation of sworn testimony or affida- 
vit stating that the person has engaged ina 
“pattern of violent acts or violent threats 
within the past 12 months, including, but 
not limited to, threats of violence or acts of 
violence directed toward himself, herself, 
or another.” The court will consider evi- 
dence, among other things, of the unlawful 
and reckless use, display or brandishing of 
a firearm by the subject of the petition; the 
history of use, attempted use or threatened 
use of physical force by the subject of the 
petition against another person; a prior ar- 
rest of the subject of the petition for a fel- 
ony offense; and violation of any protective 
orders such as those Issued in domestic vi- 
olence or stalking cases. 

Pursuant to Health and Safety Code 
section 8103, individuals with mental ill- 
ness are restricted from access to guns. 
section 8103 reads: “No person who has 
been (A) taken into custody as provided in 
section 5150 because that person is a dan- 
ger to himself, herself or to others, (B) as- 
sessed within the meaning of Section 5151 
and (C) admitted to a designated facility 
within the meaning of Sections 5151 and 
5152 because that person is a danger to 
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himself, herself or others, shall not own, 
possess, control, receive or purchase, or 
attempt to own, possess, control, receive 
or purchase any firearm for a period of five 
years after the person is released from the 
facility. Any facility that places a 5150 hold 
on someone Is required to report them to 
the Department of Justice which, in turn, is 
required to list them on the National In- 
stant Criminal Background Check System. 
Gun dealers must access the NICS prior to 
making a firearm sale. 

The courts can force a person so desig- 
nated to surrender of all their weapons. A 
petition to the courts may later be made to 
reclaim and possesses the weapons if the 
petitioner can demonstrate that they no 
longer present a danger to themselves or 
others. 

When reporting someone for a 5150, or 
seeking a Section 18150 petition, you must 
be truthful: a false report or accusation 
may result in both criminal and civil penal- 
ties. 

If you believe that your family member 
is a threat to the community call the SFPD 
and ask for their help. They can assist you 
in reviewing your options and hopefully 
you, the police, and/or the courts can inter- 
vene before someone else gets senselessly 
killed.

Hayes Valley is as if the Mission and the Marina 
had a baby — then pushed it around.in.a'stroller without stop- 
ping. With lots of greenery but few parks, and plenty of street 
life but too many expressway-like arterial thoroughfares, it’s a 
strung-together mess that will never shake off the legacy of the 
never-completed Central Freeway even though it’s bursting with 
boutiques and restaurants and an organic feel. Apart from Page 
Street heading inbound, the cycling infrastructure is horren- 
dous, yet Hayes Valley is otherwise an urbanist’s dream: pros- 
perous, walkable, and beautiful. Populated by the kind of people : 
who hipsters call basic and basic types call hipsters, it’s Exhibit A 
in why it might be time to retire the term “inner city.” 

As with many other sub-neighborhoeds in and around 
the original Western Addition, 19th-century San Francis- 
co’s streetcar suburb, its borders can be fuzzy. Based on the 
commercial zone that gives the neighborhood its name, its 
western edge can reasonably be said to be, Buchanan Street, 
although Webster would be a firmer divide. But how about 
east: Franklin, or all the way to Van Ness? And does Hayes 
Valley extend south all the way to Market Street? (Surely, 
Zuni isn’t in the Lower Haight, but calling that stretch of 
Market doesn’t feel entirely in-character.) Heading north, it’s 
even less defined. Drawing a line at McAllister Street keeps 
all the commercial life in the fold, but that also seems suspi- 
ciously close to including all the new condos and excluding 
public housing. And one of those new developments even 
had the gall to take over a working farm. 

Named for Colonel Thomas Hayes, a landowner who 
served as S.F’s county clerk from 1853-56, it’s come a long 
way from farmland settled by Genovese immigrants a few 
blocks west of City Hall. Plenty of pre-1906 construction 
remains, as indicated by tall, narrow windows and squat yet 
ornate single-family dwellings.

This compact neighborhood has become the new locus of San Francisco's food scene.

As we’ve noted before, the dense 
restaurant row that is Valencia Street has 
shown some serious signs of disinte- 
grating. Meanwhile, a few blocks north 
of the Mission, a neighborhood a frac- 
tion of its size has been the home of 
one ambitious, well-received project 
after another. Since Jardiniére opened 
in 1997 — although several notable 
places have been around since long be- 
fore that — Hayes Valley’s importance 
to San Francisco’s culinary scene has 
only grown. And the pace has acceler- 
ated over the past couple years. There 
are well over 50 bars, restaurants, and 
specialty shops within 30 square 
blocks, nearly all of them worth explor- 
ing — but here are our picks, in no par- 
ticular order. 


THE REIGNING ALL-STARS 


Rich Table 
199 Gough St., richtablesf.com 
If you ever get tired of New American, 
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come and recalibrate your system. 
Sarah and Evan Rich’s exemplary 
6-year-old restaurant holds the only 
Michelin star in all of Hayes Valley 

— for now — so it’s worth starting 
here. Chef de cuisine Brandon Rice let 
nothing slide while the Riches focused 
on casual spinoff RT Rotisserie last 
year. 


Petit Crenn

A casual spinoff in its own right, 
Dominique Crenn’s brunch-and-din- 
ner, French-inspired spot nonetheless 
offers a tasting menu for $95, a rela- 
tively approachable way to experience 
the skills of a genuine master.

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Hayes Valley may have 
the healthiest economy 
in all of S.F. 
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From the Freeway’s Ashes 
Comes a Booming Economy 


While the rest of San Francisco struggles to manage 
commercial vacancies and blight, Hayes Valley's small 


businesses thrive.

There are pockets of blight all 


over the city, where commercial store- 
fronts have stood vacant for months or 
years. Trash collected for years behind 
a metal gate covering the entrance to 
an old pizzeria on Golden Gate Avenue. 
The Harding Theater on Divisadero sat 
empty for more than a decade, rotting 
into the earth. The shell of an old cin- 
ema at 2555 Mission St. has been cov- 
ered time and time again with graffiti. 
In a city as dense and expensive as ours 
is, with complicated zoning and con- 
struction laws, it’s not surprising this 
blight exists. 

But it’s not everywhere. One 
neighborhood has seen such eco- 
nomic success that storefronts are 
snatched up as soon as the last 
tenant moves out. One might argue 
that Hayes Street between Laguna 
and Gough is the healthiest commer- 
cial corridor in the whole city. 

This didn’t happen overnight. Be- 
fore the Central Freeway was pulled 
down in the late 1990s, Hayes Valley 
was a rough area. Those storefronts 
tucked beneath the underpass strug- 
gled: Police avoided the area, taxis 
wouldn’t pick up customers, and 
crime was rampant. But with the 
removal of the dark cement shadow 
overhead, the neighborhood began 
to boom. Housing was rapidly con- 
structed on empty parcels of land 
left vacant by the freeway’s supports. 
Businesses were attracted by the 
cheap rents. Owners and residents 


began hosting block parties to draw 
people in. 

The efforts paid off, and gradu- 
ally, the economy improved. Today, 

a number of stores have sat on the 
street for decades. Hayes Street Grill 
opened in 1979 and continues to 
draw a (mostly older) crowd looking 
for a place to eat before seeing a 
performance at the Symphony. Sup- 
penktiche opened on the corner of 
Laguna and Hayes streets in 1993, 
and still sees an hour-plus wait on 
weekends. Fiddlesticks, a children’s 
clothing store, opened in 2002, and 
the oh-so-pink gift shop Lavish a year 
later. 

Businesses that do close down are 
speedily replaced. When longtime 
furniture store Propeller shuttered 
— the owner retired and moved to 
Mexico — new athleisure company 
Outdoor Voices snapped up the large 
storefront at 555 Hayes St. And in 
2015, when longtime neighborhood 
mover and shaker Russell Pritchard 
decided to retire and shut down 
Zonal at 568 Hayes St., Will Leather 
Goods signed a lease before he’d even 
cleared it out. And the owners of 
burger joint Flippers passed on their 
lease to the owners of their next-door 
neighbor, Brass Tacks — formerly 
Marlena’s — before hanging their 
closed sign on the door. Less than a 
year later, it reopened as cocktail bar 
Anina. 

What’s most remarkable about 
the rampant economic success of the 
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neighborhood is the fact that it holds 
almost entirely small businesses. A 
strict formula-retail ban has blocked 
a number of large companies — any 
with more than 13 locations — from 
opening up, in an attempt to pre- 
serve the character of the neighbor- 
hood. And with a couple exceptions 
(here’s looking at you, GANT and Kit 
and Ace) the Hayes Valley Neighbor- 
hood Association has been successful 
in keeping out the big guys. 

Success aside, there are two no- 
ticeable vacant storefronts in Hayes 
Valley — more pronounced perhaps 
because of their neighbors’ relative 
success. The former site of Place 
Pigalle at 520 Hayes St. has been 
vacant for three years, which is due 
more to the landlord’s ineptitude in 
getting it up to code and rented than 
to any inherent flaw in its appeal. 

More worrying is the 
4,000-square-foot commercial space 
on the ground floor of Avalon, a 
luxury apartment building on the 
corner of Octavia Boulevard and Oak 
Street, which has sat empty since the 
building was completed in late 2014. 
A restaurant and microbrewery by 
restaurateur Jeff Handy (of Oola) 
was meant to open in September 
2016 — but construction has yet to 
begin. 

And the enormous street-facing 
space may be indicative of future eco- 
nomic challenges for the neighbor- 
hood, as a slew of other residential 
towers are planned for Octavia and 
beyond. If those developers are OK 
keeping their ground-floor spaces 
vacant, or they can’t find non-for- 
mula-retail tenants interested in 
building a business from scratch, 
Hayes Valley’s bustling neighborhood 
vibe will be diluted by vast, cold glass 
windows plastered with “For Lease” 
signs. 

The answer, the Hayes Valley 
Neighborhood Association believes, 
could lie in smaller storefronts. 
Recently completed 450 Hayes St. 
split its ground-floor space in two, 
housing Italian restaurant A Mano 
and juice joint Urban Remedy. And 
the nearly done residential space at 
Hayes and Laguna is home to both 
the tech store b8ta and the popular 
ice cream joint Salt and Straw. 

In a neighborhood where econom- 
ic success is almost a given, new de- 
velopers only need to glance around 
to see what works: In the valley, 
small spaces filled with compelling 
small businesses will draw crowds, 
for decades to come.

Only 120 feet long and 18 feet deep, the two tiny rectangles of land 

on Octavia Boulevard between Fell and Oak streets are laughably small. Surrounded by chain- 
link fences, filled with overgrown vegetation, and on the edge of a multi-lane road that leads 
to the highway, they'd be abandoned in any other city. 

But we’re not any city, and in San Francisco, every square foot of land is precious. Par- 
cels M and N, left over from when the Central Freeway came down in the late 1990s, are 
destined to become housing: itty-bitty, micro-sized housing. 

Design firm envelope A+D is behind the developments, and it has big plans for the 
small spaces. Each building will contain four two-bedroom units coming at 890 square 
feet, and eight micro-studio units, measuring between 370 and 400 square feet. All told, 
24 units of housing will be squeezed onto the pint-sized plots, two of which will be of- 


fered below market-rate. 


Although the project is still years away from breaking ground, it’s already secured a 
design prize. Architect Douglas Burnham won first place in the San Francisco Prize: Oc- 
tavia Boulevard Housing Design Competition, knocking out 166 other submissions. 

The small buildings are currently inching their way through the Planning Depart- 
ment’s review process, but despite the beautiful renderings, it’s still hard to imagine 
them rising up from the miniscule lots. This is one project that’s going to have to be seen 


to be believed. 


Atter the Debris

It’s hard to imagine Hayes Valley as 

the booming neighborhood it is today if the Central 
Freeway still stood in place of Octavia Boulevard. A 
hard-fought battle by Hayes Valley neighbors in the 
1990s to remove the highway made it possible, know- 
ing it would reshape the neighborhood — and San 
Francisco itself. 

But while everyday people stepped up to push 
for their vision of the city, the less urgent task of 
commemorating the action is slow to take off. 

For those hazy on the details: The 1989 Loma 
Prieta earthquake damaged the Central and Embar- 
cadero freeways enough to make the once-political- 
ly intractable issue of rethinking the city’s mobility 
a winnable fight. While demolition of the Embar- 
cadero Freeway came in 1991, the Central Freeway 
took dozens of community meetings over more 
than a decade, and four competing ballot measures 
within three years before it was finally demolished 
in 2003, and replaced by Octavia Boulevard.

“Tt touched on a lot of issues,” says Robin Levitt, 
one of the core activists, who now serves on the 
Market & Octavia Community Advisory Commit- 
tee. “People had very little power and very little say. 

They had little say in the decision to put free- 
ways — which often come with health and econom- 
ic impacts — in historically Black neighborhoods of 
Western Addition, but through this process found 
enough voices to undo it, majorly adjusting how 
the city moves around. This power of community 
to work toward a common goal, battling their city 
leaders and even sometimes neighbors, is some- 
thing the original movers and shakers want to be 
remembered. 

“Certainly, it needs to memorialize the power 
of people to force needed change,’ says Paul Olsen, 
another core activist on the community advisory 
committee. “So much was gained when the freeway 
came down.” 

Once the highway activists were able to take a 
breather from the accomplishment, they wanted 
to make the memory into something tangible. But

as they learned with the pushing for the 
freeway removal, diving into a project in 
San Francisco can take years of your life — 
regardless of the scale. 

“It took years and years and countless 
hours of my time and a lot of people’s time to 
accomplish that,” Levitt says of the freeway demoli- 
tion. “Nobody is taking the lead on [the memorial].” 

Levitt says he and his fellow activists felt es- 
pecially moved to find a way to memorialize the 
freeway removal when Patricia Walkup died in 
2006. Walkup — who Patricia’s Green on Hayes 
and Octavia streets is named after — started the 
very Hayes Valley Neighborhood Association that 
brought people together for the effort. 

“This isn’t about a freeway,’ Olsen says. “This is 
about people, and it would be a shame if their sto- 
ries weren't told, too.” 

Fifteen years after the demolition, the com- 
memoration is still too early in the planning process 
to have an inkling of what it should look like. It 
could be one plaque, a series of plaques, a statue or

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structure or even a self-guided walking tour. But, it 
is coming. 

The Market & Octavia Community Advisory 
Committee raised some seed money to launch 
some project for it and is thinking of hiring a 
consultant to refine the idea with the help of the 
community, says Levitt. Still, the project needs 
someone to be the point person. 

“People have very short memories,’ Levitt says. 
“I think it’s important to tell these stories.”

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Carpet Empire 


The FOR-SITE Foundation’s interrogation of the cultural specificity of carpets and floor coverings bumps against some of the most pressing 
contemporary social issues, from the Muslim ban to the refugee crisis.

Art exhibits that spotlight rugs 


— like last year’s acclaimed Metropoli- 
tan show in New York, “Carpets for 
Kings: Six Masterpieces of Iranian Weav- 
ing” — are usually surreal because they 
treat the works as beautiful objects 

to stare at. Touching those carpets, a tac- 
tile sensation that’s an intrinsic part of 
the normal rug experience, is absolutely 
forbidden — and it’s practically impossi- 
ble anyway, since the carpets are on the 
museum’s walls or behind glass. 

That’s one reason why “Sanctuary,” 
the FOR-SITE Foundation’s rug exhibit 
at Fort Mason Chapel, is such a wel- 
come affair. Visitors can walk across 
each of the 36 carpets on display and 
feel the wool beneath their feet. Hell, 
you can even lie on the carpets and 
take a short nap. But if the medium is 
the message — and it definitely is with 
“Sanctuary” — the physical sensation 
eventually gives way to more emotional 
and intellectual sensations inspired by 
the carpets’ designs, which delve into 
such charged subjects as war, immigra- 
tion, and international politics. 

In fact, “Sanctuary” is as much 
a political exhibit as an art exhibit, 
birthed initially as a response to Presi- 
dent Trump’s January 2017 travel ban 
against people from seven Muslim-ma- 
jority countries: Iran, Iraq, Libya, So- 
malia, Sudan, Syria, and Yemen. Cheryl 
Haines, FOR-SITE’s founding Executive 
Director and the principal of Haines 
Gallery, expanded the exhibit’s purview 
to include several other countries, with 
each artist creating a carpet design that 
relates to the idea of sanctuary. Still, 
the exhibit is rooted in a practice that’s 
common in Muslim-majority coun- 
tries: using rugs as a place of prayer 
and reflection. In her work travels to 
Iran, Egypt, and Turkey, Haines has 
stepped in mosques where carpets set 
the atmosphere for contemplation and 
dialogue. At “Sanctuary,” art-goers are 
asked to take off their shoes before en- 
tering the main space, where the rugs 
are connected in rows of six, aligned 
like a quilt. 

“The conversations I have with 
friends and colleagues here often times 
makes me realize that perhaps they ha- 
ven't traveled to these countries. They 
haven't had the experience of going 
into a mosque or even a Buddhist tem- 
ple,” Haines tells SF Weekly. “Once one 
submits to that experience, that ritual 
of taking off one’s shoes and approach- 
ing the space with respect — whether 
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you believe in the ideology that’s prac- 
ticed there or not — is [moving]. 

“The mere act of entering a space 
and removing your shoes, making your 
feet vulnerable, making your body vul- 
nerable to that experience, and then 
stepping upon a rug and having what- 
ever quiet moment of contemplation, 
[is] highly personal,” she adds. “Wheth- 
er we re talking about a prayer rug ora 
yoga mat. Whether you're sitting there 
thinking or meditating, whatever it 
is — it almost doesn’t matter because 
it is a place that you can find space for 
contemplation.” 

Removing shoes adds to the possi- 
bility of contemplation at Fort Mason 
Chapel, Haines says. 

“In a lot of cultures, the feet and 
shoes — because they touch the 
Earth — are dirty,’ she says. “They are. 
There’s a practical reason I ask people 
to remove shoes when they enter my 
home.” 

Each of the 36 artists made a design 
the FOR-SITE Foundation — working 
with traditional weavers in Lahore, 
Pakistan — turned into a four-foot-by- 
six-foot rug. One invited artist from 
Pakistan, Rashid Rana, made one of the 
exhibit’s most compelling works. Fa- 
milial Unfamiliar 2 embeds a traditional 
image of European royalty, a family 
outdoors with a young daughter, with 
smaller images of new migrants and 
refugees, many of them children. The 
image of a powder-wigged man and his 
offspring is the kind that august Euro- 
pean museums display on their walls. 
The migrants resemble some of the 
millions who, since 2015, have risked 
their lives to get to Europe from Syria 
and other troubled countries. 

Rana’s carpeted juxtapositions ask 
art-goers to consider whether Europe 
and the United States have obligations 
to be a sanctuary for people fleeing 
conditions that Europe and the United 
States were partly responsibility for. 
Rana’s carpet is a carpet with a con- 
science. So are the other 35 rugs, 
including Iranian-American Sanaz 
Mazinani’s work of a kaleidoscope 
Persian pattern that’s comprised of 
explosions, Iraqi artist Adel Abidin’s 
haunting rug of soldiers on their way 
to war, Native American Nicholas Gal- 
anin’s White Noise American Prayer Rug 
— which distills generations of cultural 
whitewashing into a mesmerizing sea 
of particles — Argentinian Miguel An- 
gel Rios’ dense and intense depiction of 
natural Mexican passageways, and Syr- 
ian artist Tammam Azzam’s collaged, 
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Familial Unfamiliar 2, by Rashid Rana. Courtesy of FOR-SITE Foundation. 


abstracted pastiche of a man and his 
son, whose reflections are multiplied in 
what looks like the water before them. 
Azzam, who left Syria in 2011, sev- 
en months after the country’s uprising 
began, and now lives in Germany, tells 
SF Weekly that art and his art studio 
were sanctuaries for him in Syria, 
which is why the FOR-SITE exhibit has 
special resonance. His studio was locat- 
ed in Jaramana, a suburb of Damascus 
that has been both a scene of wretched 
violence and internal refugee settle- 
ment. Azzam shared pictures of that 
studio — a basement space with high 
ceilings, where Azzam painted, and 
where friends would gather to talk and 
create and celebrate. Like other Syrian 
expatriates, Azzam has tried to recreate 
his former sanctuaries in a country 
that he had never imagined living in — 


but is grateful for. Living in Germany 
since 2015, Azzam says his idea of 
“sanctuary” changed in the last three 
years — and that “Sanctuary” also af- 
fected how he thinks of the subject. 

“The idea of sanctuary changed 
many times, in different aspects, but 
I’m still looking!” he says in an email 
interview. “The FOR-SITE exhibit [ad- 
dresses] the bigger idea of sanctuary, 
and absolutely it has changed me.” 

Mazinani says he “grew up on car- 
pets. That’s what they say in Iran. You 
play on it, and lie on it, and people just 
live on it. Those patterns become a cer- 
tain part of your psyche in a way. My 
great uncle’s family has a carpet-weav- 
ing workshop in Qom, which is Iran’s 
most religious city. My roots lie in that 
history.” 

She says she’d been thinking of 
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making a carpet for “many years. But 
it’s not an easy process, and it’s hard 
to find to actually get it made that can 
translate art into rug-making. I was 
excited at the opportunity. I’d been 
thinking of a rug having to do with an 
explosion. I really fascinated by the 
war rugs that came out of Afghanistan 
over the years. I was thinking of the 
ephemeral qualities of an explosion — 
and how much commitment there is 
to making a rug, and having these two 
points meet somehow.” 

(Besides “Sanctuary,” Mazinani has 
art in BART stations, whose adminis- 
trators chose her work to be, in effect, 
visual sanctuaries for passengers wait- 
ing for trains.) 

Haines says the idea for “Sanctu- 
ary crystallized after speaking with 
Chinese artist Ai Weiwei in Paris about 
his 2017 documentary, Human Flow, 
which looks at the millions of people 
who've fled their homelands for newer 
countries. Ai, who also has a carpet in 
“Sanctuary, was the focus of the FOR- 
SITE Foundation’s 2014-15 exhibit 
on Alcatraz. FOR-SITE followed that 
in 2016 with a “Home Land Security” 
exhibit about security. 

“Sixty-five million people are dis- 
placed in the world today — it’s the 
most pressing global issue of our time,” 
Haines says, citing Ai’s film. “We began 
discussing it, and I realized that this 
was the next logical progression for 
a project. We'd talked about the walls 
and barriers, and how that was affect- 
ing people and their fear of one anoth- 
er, but then I realized that what’s hap- 
pening is because of those walls and 
barriers, because of the fear of other 
people, people are being forced to leave 
their homes. They’re fleeing and dis- 
seminating their cultures around the 
world, and how extraordinary it is that 
this is happening.” 

The “Sanctuary” exhibit may travel 
to other art institutions and other 
countries, including England and Tur- 
key. You don’t have to be politically ac- 
tive to appreciate “Sanctuary.” Nor do 
you have to be a rug enthusiast. But if 
you re both, “Sanctuary” is the kind of 
event that makes you feel — literally 
feel — that art can change perceptions 
of a world that gets more surreal by 
the day.

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Sounds That Beg to Be Seen 


Sonic sculptor Bill Fontana is a composer in the most fundamental sense of the word, and his newest work at Fort Mason makes use of the entire Bay.

First and foremost, Bill Fontana 
describes himself as a “composer.” It’s 
true, except Fontana doesn’t do tradi- 
tional scores. He’s not like J.S. Bach or 
Antonio Vivaldi or even Philip Glass, 
whose sheet music you can buy and 
download and perform on your own. 

Nope. Fontana is a composer in 
the original Latin sense of the word, 
which means “to put together.” He 
amalgamates sounds that he finds in 
plants, sand, bridges, buildings, and 
other places that aren’t usually sources 
of music, and he plays them back to 
people — often in a “live performance” 
that reveals the artful sounds that lurk 
everywhere and which we could find if 
we only knew better. 

Fontana makes people know better. 
In 2006, for example, he put listening 
devices called accelerometers through- 
out London’s Millennium Footbridge 
and brought out the structure’s con- 
stant sounds — the artful sonic mix 
that occurs as people step across the 
bridge, the wind hits its beams, and 
the bridge’s steel supports vibrate 
with motion. The Tate Modern, where 
art-goers could hear Fontana’s orches- 
tration, titled the work “Bill Fontana: 
Harmonic Bridge.” If you listen today 
to a recorded version, it sounds like a 
purposeful, otherworldly medley of 
voice, vibration, and music — as if you 
were inside the bridge and taking an 
ecstatic trip into some kind of one-of- 
a-kind cosmos. 

Fontana, who lives in San Francisco, 
has been doing projects like “Harmonic

Bridge” for some 40 years. And the San 
Francisco Art Institute has brought 
back one of Fontana’s early works, 
Landscape Sculpture with Foghorns, 

to its original 1981 location on the 
outside eastern wall of Pier 2, whose 
building is now part of the school’s 
new Fort Mason campus. In its galler- 
ies, “Bill Fontana: Landscape Sculpture 
with Foghorns” features a mix of 
Fontana’s other projects as well. So the 
exhibit is an overview of past and pres- 
ent, a study of his working ways and 
the curiosity that drives him to create 
what he calls “sound sculpture,” which 
can also include video feeds. 

“I spend so much time on a 
structure studying it. It’s an organic 
process,” Fontana tells SF Weekly ina 
phone interview from Lisbon, where 
he has a work at the Museum of Art, 
Architecture and Technology that spot- 
lights the Portuguese capital’s 25th of 
April Bridge. “The sounds I work with 
are very evocative sounds. They’re 
sounds that are begging to be seen.” 

For Landscape Sculpture with Fog- 
horns, Fontana placed microphones at 
eight different locations — in Lincoln 
Park, China Beach, Point Lobos, Fort 
Point, the Yacht Harbor in San Fran- 
cisco, Point Stuart and Point Blunt on 
Angel Island, and on Treasure Island 
— which captured the sounds of the 
foghorns anchored on the Golden Gate 
Bridge and other Bay Area locations. 
Because of their respective distanc- 
es, the microphones picked up the 
foghorns’ sounds at slightly different 
times. The microphones then relayed 
the sounds — which included rolling 
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and crashing waves — on 
special telephone lines to 
eight different loudspeak- 
ers at Pier 2. All day and 
night, Landscape Sculpture 
with Foghorns performed 
for people at Pier 2, with 
one art-goer telling NPR in 
1981 that the work was like 
a “symphony, and another 
> saying it was “meditative, 
because the sounds are so 
low. But then you hear a 
bird fly across or maybe a 
boat go across and it jars all 
that sound.” 

That spontaneous mix of 
sounds is what Fontana was 
after, since he wanted peo- 
ple to “hear the whole land- 
scape,” he said in 1981. The 
new iteration of Landscape 
Sculpture with Foghorns is a 
digitally remastered version 
that Fontana says will meld with the 
current sounds at Pier 2 — whether 
it’s seagulls, seals, waves, or something 
else. 

“That was an important, ground- 
breaking piece for me to make,” says 
Fontana, whose 1981 work was part 
of a festival called New Music America 
and whose new iteration will be up 
through spring 2019. “Ever since I 
started living in San Francisco, I was 
fascinated by the foghorns — by the 
idea that, as a sound, they travel pretty 
long distances. ... and generate natural 
acoustic delays.” 

Fontana is generally recognized 
as one of the world’s most important 
sound artists. SFMOMA gave him a 
lifetime achievement award in 2009, 
and his fellowships have included 
those from the National Endowment 
for the Arts and the John Simon Gug- 
genheim Memorial Foundation. Fon- 
tana has taught at such prominent in- 
stitutions as the Sorbonne in Paris, the 
School of the Art Institute of Chicago, 
and NYU Abu Dhabi, and this year he’s 
a Distinguished Visiting Professor at 
the San Francisco Art Institute, where 
he previously taught. He studied music 
formally in college — which was when 
he realized that traditional composi- 
tion wasn’t compelling for him. 

“I was a part-time composition 
student at the Cleveland Institute of 
Music, and I often found myself in 
situations where | was trying to create 
music and write music, and I had this 
hyper focus,” Fontana says. “And then, 
in the pauses and silences, this hyper 
focus would just focus on the ambient

sounds where I was. I started to get 
more and more interested in those 
ambient sounds than what I was trying 
to make.” 

Fontana’s new San Francisco Art 
Institute exhibit features several 
projects with large, well-known bells 
that reveal a hidden musical side of 
these giant objects when they’re not 
officially ringing. In Kyoto, Japan, 
Fontana used sensors to record cen- 
turies-old Buddhist temple bells that 
were constantly droning — vibrating 
with movement that even surprised 
the monks who were always around 
them. In New York, Fontana recorded a 
bell atop the Metropolitan Life Tower, 
which is also alive with sounds that 
aren't readily perceptible under normal 
circumstances. 

“Sound that you hear with your ears 
is a vibration,” says Fontana, whose 
gallery works at Fort Mason are view- 
able until April 22. “Vibration, like 
energy, also exists in materials, and an 
object like a bell has a whole series of 
resonant frequencies because of the 
shape and size of the material. If you 
ever take two identical tuning forks — 
if you strike one, the other one starts 
to vibrate. If you think of all these fre- 
quencies that an object like a bell has, 
and it’s surrounded by noise that has 
all kinds of different frequencies, some 
of the frequencies in that noise will 
[connect with] the overall structure 
of the bell, so those frequencies enter 
the material of the bell and excite it. 
You can’t hear that if you stand outside 
next to the bell. But if you place the ac- 
celerometer on the bell, you can enter 
the material and hear it. So the bell is,

constantly within itself, reacting to the 
noise around it.” 

With many of his projects, Fontana 
is like the shadow side of the artist 
Christo, who’s famous for wrapping 
structures and landscapes with fabric 
and other materials. Fontana wraps 
them in noise instead — as he did a 
few years ago at England’s Imperial 
War Museum North, in a project called 
Vertical Echoes, where he orchestrated 
recorded sounds of birds and move- 
ment from vintage aircraft. Fontana 
has worked on nearly every structure 
that’s piqued his interest, including 
the Golden Gate Bridge and the Bay 
Bridge. There’s one place, though, that 
Fontana still dreams about — still 
imagines that he can work with if only 
he had the resources that, say, Elon 
Musk has. 

“T want to go into outer space,” 
Fontana says. “And I want to embed 
accelerometers in the surface of the 
moon. And I want to have them simul- 
taneously on the sunny side and the 
dark side, because the temperatures 
would be very different.”

THE PARTY 


Rated R. Opens Friday at the Century 
San Francisco Centre 9andthe AMC 
Dine-In Kabuki. 

A great director keeps things lo-fi. 
Possibly still best-known on these 
shores for 1992’s Orlando, Sally Potter 
has one of those careers that makes you 
wish she were able to make more than 

a couple films per decade. Her latest 
suggests she may have found a way 

to increase her output: Keep the films 
small, lean, and mean. The Party is all 
three of those things, featuring a small 
cast and set in a single location. Janet 
(Kristin Scott Thomas) and her husband 
Bill (Timothy Spall), the latter of whom 
is depressed to the point of near-catato- 
nia, are throwing a dinner to celebrate 
Janet becoming the Shadow Minister 

of Health for her political party. Their 
guests include her friend April (Patri- 
cia Clarkson) and her super-crunchy 
boyfriend Gottfried (Bruno Ganz at his 
most beatific since Wings of Desire), Bill’s 
colleague Martha (Cherry Jones) and 
her pregnant partner Jinny (Emily Mor- 
timer), and investment banker Tom (Cil- 
lian Murphy). Tom is a nervous wreck 
who brings both cocaine and Chekhov's 
gun to the party — a gun we know will 
go off, because the film is told in flash- 
back after Janet pulls the trigger. Unlike 
the week’s other gabfest, Have a Nice 
Day, The Party never drags, instead rev- 
eling in a strong cast that’s well-directed.

New Mission. 

The only way the title of Jian Liu’s an- 
imated Have a Nice Day could be more 
ironic would be if it were called Happy 
People Doing Happy Things. It’s apt that 
Liu begins the film with the opening 
paragraph of Tolstoy’s Resurrection, 

as Have a Nice Day certainly trades in

the melodramatic miserabilism which 
the Tolstoy novel is famous for, while 
evoking bare-bones film noir like Edgar 
Ulmer’s Detour. In a crumbling industri- 
al town in Southern China, young Xiao 
Zhang (Zhu Changlong) steals a bag of 
a million yuan from crime boss Uncle 
Liu (Yang Siming) to pay to fix Xiao’s 
never-seen girlfriend’s botched plastic 
surgery. Things go about as well for they 
go for anyone who steals money from a 
crime boss, especially when word about 
the robbery spreads. Unfortunately, 

the very talky Have a Nice Day is never 
as compelling as it could be due to the 
limited animation. Most of the scenes 
are just cuts between the same shots of 
the characters, with nothing moving or 
changing except their mouths; that it’s 
likely a function of budget makes it no 
less distracting. It’s worth noting that a 
snippet of Trump’s acceptance speech is 
heard on the radio. Even beyond China, 
it’s a hard day on the planet in Have a 
Nice Day. SC 


ARE WE NOT CATS 


Not rated. 

Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
Most of us are not cats, and more’s the 
pity. But nor are the characters in Xan- 
der Robin’s slacker horror-romance Are 
We Not Cats, though they have predilec- 
tions that are vaguely catlike, in the ser- 
vice of a film that has interesting ideas 
it never fully pursues. The big-eyed Eli 
(Michael Patrick Nicholson) is having 

a spectacularly rotten day, having been 
dumped by his girlfriend, kicked out 

of his home, and fired from his job in a 
matter of hours. He descends further 
into a peculiar underworld when he 
meets Anya (Chelsea Lopez), a woman 
who seems to share his idiosyncrasy: 
eating hair intentionally plucked off 
one’s own body. For the record, there 
are almost no cats in Are We Not Cats, 
nor are cats ever discussed, and when 
cats ingest hair it’s a side effect of their 
compulsive grooming instincts, whereas 
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The Party 


Anya and Eli do it because they simply 
can’t not. There’s untapped potential in 
Are We Not Cats, which feels like it was 
reverse-engineered from the disturbing 
imagery of a scene that takes the in- 
gestion of indigestible hair to its logical 
conclusion, and the movie ends when 
its third act should be starting. In fair- 
ness, though, losing interest in some- 
thing at a seemingly arbitrary point is 
about as catlike as it gets. SC 


HALF MAGIC 


Rated R. 

Opens Friday at the Presidio. 

There are people who consider #MeToo 
and the Time’s Up movement to be an 
aberration or a passing fad; if you know 
any middle-aged men, chances are at 
least one of them considers it “women’s 
liberation” gone mad. But they would 
do well to consider that current films 
addressing those themes were shot well 
before the current reckoning began, 
and it is luck — for want of a better 
word — that films like Tehran Taboo, 

In Between, and Heather Graham’s far 
lighter directorial debut are coming 
out right now. Half Magic — which 
finished shooting in September 2016 
— is doubly significant because it’s a 
comedy set partially in the American 
film industry, in which Honey (Heath- 
er Graham) is an aspiring screenwriter 
stuck working for movie star Peter 
Brock (Chris D’Elia), a walking embodi- 
ment of toxic masculinity. When Honey 
and her friends Eva (Angela Kinsey) 
and Candy (Stephanie Beatriz) begin 
making wishes on quasi-magical can- 
dles, they find their lives changing for 
both the better and the worse. Director 
Graham also targets the hypocrisy of 
male authority figures — particularly 
religious leaders who teach children to 
fear sex — who have the privilege of de- 
claring their word to be absolute law un- 
til it’s no longer personally convenient 
for them. Half Magic is very funny, and 
fully woke.

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IT \ RISTORANTE RESISTANCE IS FUTILE

Every neighborhood has a quiet 
local institution or two that longtime 
residents know all about, whereas new- 
comers might approach them as quaint 
amusements: “Oh, I love the idea of that 
map store/bead shop/camera-repair 
place/family-run junkatorium!” Such 
spots probably have a middling Yelp 
score because parking is bad or because 
the curmudgeonly proprietors pride 
themselves more on their unique exper- 
tise than on their ability to smooch en- 
titled people’s little butts. It’s easy to 
take them for granted because they 
seem to defy time. Then, one day, 
they’re gone, ejected by rent hikes or be- 
cause the owner called it quits to snow- 
bird it up in Scottsdale. 

You don’t have to be Jane Jacobs 
to believe that charming anachro- 
nisms add more to the fabric of a 
city’s street life than any deadening, 
turquoise-glass facade can ever take 
away. Sometimes, these places have fa- 
cades of their own that involve trompe 
loeil and frescoed clusters of grapes, 
and sometimes they adorn restaurants 
that are so relentlessly out-of-style 
they make bourbon-glazed pork chops 
and flourless chocolate cake appear 
trendy. Il Borgo at the western edge of 
Hayes Valley is such a place. It’s not a 
restaurant; it’s a ristorante, and one 
that bakes its own bread. Although it 
stops short of Chianti fiascos, there are 
red-and-white checkered tablecloths, 
candleholders overflowing with the 
wax of their long-departed brethren, a 
server who chides you for not finish- 
ing, and a big stuffed Mickey Mouse in 
the restroom. 

I’m taking a break from the usual 
parade of buzzy new restaurants to 
shine a little love on this neighborhood 
staple, because a corrective is in order. 
Hayes Valley has a few sawdusty places 
that cater to the pre-opera crowd — and 
it would be easy to include Il Borgo 
among them if it weren't several blocks 
west. And I want to be clear and not 
condescending: This is not a struggling 
mom-and-pop place that needs some 
TLC. Il Borgo is thriving. My boyfriend 
and I went there on Valentine’s Day 
and every table was full of couples and 
bottles of Montepulciano. I’m glad. It 
deserves it. 

Did you know that garlic, that giver 
of rude vitality, was once considered im- 
proper to serve to polite company? I’m 
guessing it’s because of the odor, but 
garlic is a superstar now. I Borgo don’t 
give a shit about gentility or superfood

wellness. This bruschetta ($9.75) is full 

of animal spirits, its tomato chunks lac- 

quered with raw allium. People say you 

can’t mess up bruschetta, but you sure 

can. It can be soggy and it can be bland. 

This was crunchy and luscious. Raw is 

right, and a plate of beef carpaccio ($11) 

with arugula, pecorino shavings, and 

black pepper is even righter. Be very 

careful with the lemon wedge, though. 

Just let it hover without a squeeze. 
Why stop there? A 

$12 gorgonzola pizza 

refrains from subtlety, 

the blue veins melting 

into the pie to where it 

might look like a plain 

cheese pizza. It’s not 

so much that it bites 

back, and I’m glad the 

kitchen doesn’t Rachael 

Ray it with unnecessary 

prosciutto — or worse, pears — but 

this level of pungency would be a hard 

standalone meal. It’s also a good ba- 

rometer of Chef Sergio Frigerio’s native 

Milan. Garlic took the lead again on 

the penne arrabiata ($12.75), a snappy 

portion of pasta with the kind of heat 

that feels like it emanates from the 

core of the sauce, red pepper flakes like

uranium rods from a nuclear meltdown 
that had burrowed their way into the 
earth's mantle. 

Chef’s specials like lobster ravioli 
($15.50) will always be attention-hogs, 
but this dish owes its excellence to the 
aurora sauce and not the lobster per 
se. Based on a béchamel, which in turn 
comes from a roux, you can still detect 
the flour’s nuttiness, which keeps the 
butter and the tomato from going 
rococo. If you want a 
quieter standout, the 
lasagnetta del Borgo 
($15.50) is the one. I 
still associate lasagna 
with wakes and Cub 
Scout dinners in the 
American Legion, but 
this is no diminutive 
version of some sub- 
urban casserole. It’s 
three spirals of pasta — noodles, really 
— coiled around prosciutto and moz- 
zarella, but with just enough structure 
to keep it from falling apart on the 
fork. In theory, it’s the kind of thing I 
would prefer with a crisped edge, some 
greater variety of texture, or maybe a 
layer of braised greens to give it some 
bitterness, but not here. (Bonus points

to a dish whose price goes up in 50-cent 
increments, too.) 

If there was one dish that was only 
so-so on two visits, it would be the 
fettucine al Bolognese. The beef was 
under-seasoned and the component 
soffritto didn’t have the effect that the 
béchamel had on the lobster ravioli. 
Combine that with overcooked pasta 
and you get flab. But for dessert, you 
can't go wrong with this mascar- 
pone-dominant tiramisu, which has a 
sort of coffee-rubbed loam on the top 
and an interior that’s almost all cream. 

In encouraging people to patronize 
Il Borgo I want to avoid patronizing I] 
Borgo, but there’s no way around its 
cheesiness factor. If these walls could 
talk, they’d say, “Yes, I’m tacky. How’s 
the food, mia patatina?” We inhabit a 
world where a few too many inanimate 
objects have their own Instagram 
accounts, and fortunately, the corner 
of Fell and Laguna is just a bit outside 
the trend-chasing elsewhere in Hayes 
Valley. Sometimes, you want to sit on 
something that looks like a pew from 
a deconsecrated basilica and eat some 
penne and drink some wine.

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The Queen 
Of Queens 


By Peter Lawrence Kane 


New York native Clara Lee spent 
much of her youth traveling back and 
forth to the Asian-American enclave of 
Flushing, Queens — considered New 
York City’s second-biggest Chinatown, 
but an enormous and diverse neighbor- 
hood with many other immigrant groups 
living there. 

Her hometown “wasn’t as devel- 
oped in terms of a Korean scene until I 
was a little bit older,” she says. 

So Queens stuck in her memory. 
That frustration became more intense 
after she moved to California. In spite 
of the Bay Area’s considerable Kore- 
an-American population, its strong 
connection to regional agriculture, and 
its relative proximity to Los Angeles, 
Lee was surprised at how hard it was 
to find authentic ingredients. 

“There are exciting Korean-inspired 
fusion restaurants,” she says, “and 
pop-ups around the Bay Area, but I 
really wanted to share the more tradi- 
tional foods I had been cooking with 
the women of my family for as long 
as I can remember. Foods and flavors 
my mom and grandma had taught me 
didn’t really revolve around the food I 
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see around here.” 

Like what? 

“Fried chicken is a big trend,” she 
says, and even Korean barbecue is a 
pretty recent part of the food culture 
of Korean because it was much harder 
to get beef until fairly recently. I want 
to share the different types of banchan 
and the variety of fermented food and 
different types of kimchi — not just 
Napa cabbage [baichu kimchi].” 

Kimchi in particular is much more 
seasonal and varied than many Ameri- 
cans who aren't of Korean descent may 
realize, she says. Upon returning to 
California after a brief stint back east 
for graduate school, she began host- 
ing dinners and doing drop-offs for 
friends, but it wasn’t sufficient. So Lee 
began Queens SF, an online-only Kore- 
an deli that made its debut on Feb. 15. 

Taking orders until 11:59 p.m. 
every Sunday evening, Queens drops 
off food across San Francisco in two 
delivery windows on Tuesdays, 4:30 
to 6:30 p.m. and 6:30 to 8:30 p.m. Of 
course, that doesn’t mean Lee — who 
operates out of Oakland’s Forage 
Kitchen — is hustling on Mondays and 
only Mondays. 

Marinating and slow-braising 
means something’s cooking pretty 
much all the time. You can find lots of 
wonderful, hard-to-find items on this 
menu, including nokdoo bindae dduk 
(savory mung bean pancakes with wild 
gosare, heritage pork, sprouts, and 
baechu kimchi) or beoseot deulkkae 
tang (ground perilla seed with shiitake, 
oyster, and king trumpet mushrooms, 
shimeji miushroom soup, and chive). 

“In terms of fermented foods, we'll 
have three different kimchis for the 
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Queens SF 


first week and we'll be rotating them,” 
Lee says. “We try to keep it as fresh as 
possible. I’m not sure how people are 
going to store in their fridge. Some 
people like it less sour, so they might 
consume it immediately. We try to 
make sure it’s just a little bit not-quite- 
fermented, just on the cusp of really 
getting there — so people can experi- 
ment on their own and use it the way 
we want.” 

The plan is to expand to the East 
Bay and South Bay later in the year. 
But for now, it’s about delighting the 
palate and exposing people to things 
they might not know existed. 

Korea’s climate “is in some ways 
very similar to here, so you can find 
the same vegetables,” Lee says. “That’s 
super-exciting for me.”

By one reasonable-sounding es- 
timate, Hayes Valley covers approxi- 
mately 116 acres. Conservatively 
speaking, it also has about 40 distinct 
places to get a meal. That means there 
are about 2,200 restaurants per square 
mile — yet the neighborhood only has a 
handful of bars, tops. Simply put, there 
are not a lot of neon martini glasses 
with neon olives in them, beckoning 
anybody down one of Hayes Valley’s 
many alleys. 

The Linden Room, the tiny cocktail 
spot at the rear of Kim Alter’s stun- 
ning, tasting menu-only restaurant 
Nightbird, is one of the select few. 
Having opened its doors at the same 
time as its companion restaurant, in 
late summer 2016, it’s quietly become 
a heavy-hitter in a neighborhood 
that might soon approach restaurant 
saturation but which could always use 
another place to go for a change of 
scene while everybody digests. Found 
behind an anonymous red door — it’s 
nothing in comparison to the spooky 
owl that greets you upon walking into 
Nightbird proper — the no-reser- 
vation Linden Room has seating for 
only eight people and breathing room 
for another couple warm bodies. 
Sometimes it fills up during happy 
hour early in the week. 

If it does, chill. The current, all- 
$13 cocktail menu is midway through 
a seasonal transition, although it’s 
always been cleft in twain between 
a fruitier half and a more spirit-for- 
ward half. You can still order peren- 
nial favorites like the Linden Tree 
(gin, white elderflower, lime, and 
orange) or the Ralphie Boy, a mix of 
Singani, lemongrass, pear, cacao, and

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G-Eazy Returns a Hero 


Four albums In, has success left the Oakland rapper beautiful, damned, or both?

It ain’t easy being G-Eazy, if you 


believe the East Bay-reared rapper's new 
album The Beautiful & Damned. Named 
after the F. Scott Fitzgerald novel about a 
Jazz Age socialite wasting his life away 
partying and chasing beautiful women, 
G-Eazy’s fourth release — his seemingly 
most confessional to date about “All the 
sex, and the drugs, and the boozin’” 
that come part and parcel with celebrity 
— suggests he was on the same de- 
structive path. But is he putting his 
own personal experiences to paper, or, 
as rappers have claimed for years, those 
of fictional personae? 

“Especially in hip-hop, music 
tends to be autobiographical,” the 
29-year-old “Me, Myself & I” rapper 
says. “You're writing from a personal 
perspective. You're telling stories 
about what you've been through, are 
experiencing, and are inspired by. I’ve 
seen the industry firsthand, the highs 
and lows and dark and light sides of 
it, so most of it is very personal. It’s 
my observations of the world around 
me and the life that I live.” 

G-Eazy has never shied away 
from personal subject matter. If we 
ever thought otherwise, his first 
multi-platinum-selling, trap-tinged 
single “I Mean It” — off 2013's These 
Things Happen — set us straight with 
the line, “On my side it’s authentic / 
You try to stunt but it’s all rented.” 

The rapper is eager to showcase 
his new material, including his 
highest-charting track to date, New 
Orleans bounce banger “No Limit,” 
featuring fellow rappers A$AP Rocky 
and Cardi B, and the Bonnie and 
Clyde-inspired love song “Him & I,” 
with girlfriend and pop superstar 
Halsey, on his 42-date international 
“The Beautiful & Damned Tour,” 
which lands at Bill Graham Civic Au- 
ditorium on Wednesday, Feb. 28, and 
Oakland’s Fox Theater on Thursday, 
March 1. 

“I'm excited to bring the concept 
of the album to life onstage,” he says. 
“It’s gonna be the most thought-out 
production and themed show. The 
album was all about duality and the 
light and dark side of the lifestyle, so 
I split the show in half, between Act 
1 and Act 2, the Beautiful and the 
Damned, and with the visuals, I try to 
paint the picture of the mood of the 
songs. 

But psyching himself up for the 
rigors of large-scale touring isn’t al- 
ways easy for the rapper. “Tired from 
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the night before and the night before

fuel all of his whims. The style icon, a 
regular on best-dressed lists, can now 
afford the freshest threads and to “go 


fly to Japan / or Honolulu, get a tan.” 

This is a level of success that G-Ea- 
zy, born Gerald Earl Gillum, could 
only dream about eight years ago, 
when he was getting turned down by 
labels and engineering other rappers’ 
music to pay the rent, according to 
album track “Eazy.” 

But his notoriety soon grew with 
the release of his 2011 mixtape The 
Endless Summer, featuring a reinven- 
tion of the ’60s classic “Runaround 
Sue,” which achieved four million You- 
Tube views and won him the opportu- 
nity to open for artists like Drake and 
Lil Wayne. 2012 saw the release of his 
first LP, the independent Must Be Nice, 
which hit No. 3 on the iTunes Hip- 
Hop Chart. Then, in quick succession, 
came two chart-topping major-label 
albums, These Things Happen and 
When It’s Dark Out. The latter included 
the quadruple-platinum-selling single 
“Me, Myself & I,” and fruitful col- 
laborations with the likes of Britney 
Spears (“Make Me...”), DJ-producer 
Dillon Francis (“Say Less”), Snoop 
Dogg (“Get Mine”), and R&B singer 
Kehlani (“Get Mine”). In addition 
to Halsey, A$AP Rocky, and Cardi B, 
G-Eazy’s latest album finds him work- 
ing with pop singer Charlie Puth and 
legendary Bay Area rapper E-40. 

Now that he’s finally achieved the 
success he’s been seeking since his 
teens, he returns to the Bay Area as 
a major rapper, following in the foot- 
steps of Too Short and E-40, with his 
name in big letters on the Bill Graham 
Civic Auditorium marquee. 

“There’s a special feeling when I 
come home,” he says. “I remember 
emailing venues, myself, trying to 
get booked and being turned down. I 
remember going to shows as a fan, as 
a kid. So anytime I get to come home 
and play shows, it means the world to 
me. It feels like a homecoming. It feels 
like a victory lap.” 

Now that G-Eazy’s achieved the 
fame and all the frills that go along 
with it, it’s balance that the almost 
30-year-old is after, if The Beautiful 
& Damned tracks “Mama Always Told 
Me,” about trading large quantities 
of women for one of quality; “Love Is 
Gone, about foregoing materialism 
for political involvement; and “Crash 
& Burn,” about slowing down, are 
indicators. 

“That’s something I’m constantly 
trying to find,” he says. “It’s not easy. 
It’s a challenge every day.”

Jimmy LaValle, the brainchild behind The Album Leaf, is an expert at manipulating your emotions in under five minutes. 
Beginning as a side project in his bedroom nearly two decades ago, LaValle has grown his once-solo endeavor into a full- 
fledged band, his tender arrangements increasing in complexity and feeling. LaValle’s background in post-rock prior to 
forming The Album Leaf gave him the preparation needed in order to craft short, instrumental tracks filled to the brim with 
cathartic joy. The best example of The Album Leaf’s raw emotional prowess can be heard on its standout 2004 Sub Pop re- 
lease, In a Safe Place. Recorded in fellow post-rock titans Sigur Ros’ Icelandic studio, In a Safe Place sounds like the 
soundtrack to your own inspirational movie, complete with moments of beauty that could make the grimmest souls stop 
and smile. The Album Leaf’s latest release, Between Waves, is another evolution in LaValle’s craftsmanship. It contains fewer 
moments of transcendental beauty, opting for more upbeat rhythms and emphasis on vocals. The emotional core that made 
The Album Leaf’s earlier releases memorable is still present on Waves, resulting in the group’s boldest and fullest-sounding

Fluent in five languages, Iranian-Dutch vocalist Sevdaliza already has the qualifications needed in order to become an inter- 
national sensation. Once a skilled basketball player during her college years, Sevdaliza made her leap into music in 2014 
with her debut single “Backseat Love,” a hypnotic, bass-thumping track that made waves on music blogs upon its release. 
The next year saw two separate EPs, The Suspended Kid and Children of Silk, which introduced listeners to Sevdaliza’s brand 
of jazzed-out R&B complete with trapped-out drum sequences, similar to fellow alternative-R&B star FKA Twigs. 2017 
proved to be a watershed year for Sevdaliza, releasing her excellent debut studio album ISON. The album expands upon the 
moody soundscapes heard in her first two EPs with more influences from trip-hop artists like Portishead. Standout track 
“Bluecid” begins with Sevdaliza’s spiderweb-thin vocals wrapped around a soft, eerie piano before exploding into an over- 
whelming flurry of distorted synths and pounding beats, while the line “And I could only have you in my dreams / Oh, so it 
seems, so it seems,’ repeats in the background. Each song opens a different layer of Sevdaliza’s identity, but as personal and 
confessional as the lyrics get, she never reveals too much, leaving a veil between herself and the listener. Tim Casagrande

After dropping out of college and moving to Boston to jump-start her career, 
Palehound’s frontwoman Ellen Kempner saw her life change rapidly in ways she 
never expected. 2015 saw the release of Palehound’s excellent debut album Dry 
Food, which led to the group being signed to well-known indie-rock label Polyvi- 
nyl Records. It was only after Dry Food's release that Kempner underwent the 
profound life experiences that would shape the themes of her next album, in- 
cluding the deaths of loved ones, adult relationships, and anxiety. Palehound’s 
sophomore release, A Place I'll Always Go, chronicles a transition into adulthood 
in a way that’s decidedly more mature — both lyrically and structurally — than 
Dry Food. There are strong influences of ’90s alt-rock bands like Pavement or 
Built to Spill, as the guitar arrangement captures the perfect mix of melancholy 
moodiness and off-kilter rock-out moments that elevated those bands to clas- 
sic status. Kempner sings deeply intimate lyrics with as much vulnerability in 
her voice as Elliott Smith, giving listeners the impression she’s sharing a side of 
her that’s not revealed very often.

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BI & BIPHOBIA

I’m an 18-year-old female. I’m cisgender and bi- 
sexual. I've been in a monogamous relationship with 
my cisgender bisexual boyfriend for about a year. I'm 
currently struggling with a lot of internalized bipho- 
bia and other hang-ups about my boyfriend's sexu- 
ality. I don’t know if I'm projecting my own issues 
onto him or if I’m just being bigoted towards bi men, 
but either way, I feel truly awful about it. But when 
I think about the fact that he’s bi and is attracted to 
men, I become jealous and fearful that he will leave 
me for aman or that he would rather be with a man. 
(I’ve been with men and women in the past; he’s nev- 
er been with a man.) I know it is unfair of me to feel 
this way and he’s never given me any real reason to 
fear this. We have a very engaged, kinky, and reward- 
ing sex life! But I worry I’m not what he really wants. 

This situation is complicated by the near 
certainty that my boyfriend has some sort of hor- 
monal disorder. He has a very young face for an 18 
year old, a feminine figure, and not a lot of body hair. 
He orgasms but he does not ejaculate; and although 
he has a sizable penis, his testicles are more like the 
size of grapes than eggs. He struggles a lot with 
feeling abnormal and un-masculine. I try to be as 
supportive as possible and tell him how attracted to 
him I am and how he'll get through whatever this 
is. But he can tell his bi-ness makes me nervous and 
uncomfortable. I think that because he appears more 
feminine than most men and is more often hit on by 
men than women, I worry that he would feel more 
comfortable or “normal” with a man. 

I don’t want to contribute to him feeling abnormal 
or bad about himself. How do I stop worrying that 
he’s gay or would be happier with a man? I feel horri- 
ble about myself for these anxieties considering that 
I’m bi too, and should know better. 

Anonymous Nervous Girlfriend Seeks 
Tranquility 


“Many people who encounter us Bi+ folk in the 
wild just project their insecurities onto us with 
impunity and then blame us for it,” said RJ Agu- 
iar, a bisexual activist and content creator whose 
work has been featured on Buzzfeed, HuffPo, 
Queerty and other sites. “As someone who's bi 
herself, I’m sure ANGST know this all too well. 

So if you've been on the receiving end of bi- 
phobia—as almost all bisexual people have—why 
are you doing it to your bisexual boyfriend? 

“This hypothetical so-and-so-is-going-to-leave- 
me-for-someone-hotter scenario could happen 
to anyone of any orientation,” said Aguiar. “But 
maybe because the potential ‘pool of applicants’ 
is over twice as big for us Bi+ folk, we get stuck 
with twice as much of this irrational fear? I don’t 
know. But here’s what I do know: most Biphobia 
(and jealousy for that matter) is projected inse- 
curity. Built into the fear that someone will leave 
you because they ‘like x or y better’ is the assump- 
tion that you yourself aren’t good enough.” 

And while feelings of insecurity and jealousy 
can undermine a relationship, ANGST, they don't 
have to. It all depends on how you address them 
when they arise. 

“We all have our moments!” said Aguiar. “But 
we can turn these moments into opportunities 
for open communication and intimacy rather 
than moments of isolation and shame. That way 
they end up bringing you closer, rather than drive 
this invisible wedge between you. The key is to 
understand that feelings aren't always rational. 
But if we can share those feelings with the person 
we love without fear of judgment or reprisal, it 
can help create a space of comfort and intimacy 
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that no piece of ass will ever be able to compete 
with—no matter how hot they are or what they 
may or may not have between their legs.” 

As for the reasons you're feeling insecure— 
your boyfriend might be gay and/or happier with 
a man—I’m not going to lie to you, ANGST. Your 
boyfriend could be gay (some people who aren't 
bisexual identify as bi before coming out as gay or 
lesbian), and/or he could one day realize that he’d 
be happier with a man (just as you could one day 
realize that you'd be happier with a woman). But 
your wonderful sex life—your engaging, kinky, 
rewarding sex life—is pretty good evidence that 
your boyfriend isn’t gay. (I was one of those guys 
who identified as bi before coming out as gay, 
ANGST, and I had girlfriends and the sex we had 
was far from wonderful.) 

And now I'm going tell you something you no 
doubt already know: Very few people wind up 
spending their lives with the person they were 
dating at 18. You and your boyfriend are both in 
the process of figuring out who you are and what 
you want. It’s possible he'll realize you're not the 
person he wants to be with, ANGST, but it’s also 
possible you'll realize he’s not the person you 
want to be with. Stop worrying about the next 
six or seven decades of your life—stop worrying 
about forever—and enjoy this time and this boy 
and this relationship for however long it lasts. 

Finally, ANGST, on the off chance your 
boyfriend hasn't spoken to a doctor about his 
symptoms—because he’s an uninsured/under- 
insured/unlucky American or because he’s been 
too embarrassed to bring up the size of his balls 
and quality of ejaculations with his parents and/ 
or doctor—I shared your letter with Dr. John 
Amory, Professor of Medicine at the University of 
Washington. 

“An 18-year-old male with testicles the ‘size of 
grapes indicates an issue with testicular devel- 
opment,’ said Dr. Amory. “The reduced testicular 
volume, in combination with the other features 
such as his feminine face and sparse body hair, 
also suggest an issue with testicular function.” 

It could simply be delayed puberty—some 
people suddenly grow six inches when they 
get to college—or it could be something called 
Klinefelter syndrome. 

“Klinefelter syndrome occurs in one out of 
every 500 males and is associated with small tes- 
ticular volume and decreased testosterone,’ said 
Dr. Amory. “This diagnosis is frequently missed 
because the penis is normal in size and the men 
are normal in most other ways, although about 
half of men with Klinefelter syndrome (KS) can 
have breast enlargement (gynecomastia) that can 
be seen as feminizing. Bottom line: Small testes 
at age 18 means it’s time for a doctor's visit— 
probably an endocrinologist or urologist—to take 
a family history, do an examination, and consider 
measurement of testosterone and some other 
hormones. This should help him understand if he 
‘just needs to wait’ or if he has a diagnosis that 
could be treated. There is a real possibility that he 
has KS, which is usually treated with testosterone 
to improve muscle mass, bone density and sexual 
function.”
